The examiner has indicated that the application contains 
claims directed to patentably distinct species to wit: Species 
I, corresponding to the embodiment of Figs. 1-9; Species II, 
corresponding to the embodiment of Figs. 10-11; and Species 
III, corresponding to the embodiment of Figs. 12-13. The 
examiner has required that applicants elect one of those 
species, identifying the claims which apply to that species.
